We  were  fighting  for  pride,  not 
points  and  the  score  didn't  matter 
as  long  as  we  did  it  "together"! 

The  talent  was  obvious.

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The  Boulder  is  an  Annual  Publication  by  the  Yearbook  Staff 
of  Fitchburg  High  School,  Fitchburg,  Massachusetts  01420.  It 
was  distributed  in  August  1989. 

The  Boulder  was  printed  by  Hunter  Publishing  Co., 
Winston-Salem,  N.C.  Number  of  copies  was  300.  This 
volume,  the  seventy-seventh,  contains  240  pages  with  a  trim 
size  of  8  1/2"  x  11",  including  8  pages  of  4  color.  Our  cover, 
which  is  hardback,  was  printed  in  2  color  using  the  litho  pro- 
cess. It  was  smythe  sewn  and  made  on  white  book  cloth  with 
special  lamination  for  protection.  The  artwork  was  completed 
by  Hunter  Publishing  Co. ,  and  the  original  was  supplied  by  a 
student  and  advisor.  The  colors  used  were  blue,  white,  and 
black. 

The  end  sheets  are  #202  Ecru  with  Blue  ink.  The  first  16 
pages  are  printed  on  #  100  Lustro  paper  stock,  with  the  remain- 
ing 224  pages  on  #80  pound  dull  finish  papers. 

The  type  is  Goudy.  The  ink  is  red/black.  The  estimated  total 
cost  of  producing  this  book  is  $14,000  including  supplies. 
Copies  cost  $40.00.  The  Boulder  is  a  self-supporting  institu- 
tion. Candid  photos  in  the  Boulder  '89  were  taken  by  students 
on  the  yearbook  staff  and  by  professional  photographers  of  Year- 
book Associates,  Millers  Falls,  MA.  All  developing  and  print- 
ing was  done  by  Yearbook  Associates  and  J&.R  Photo.
